4-7. Failure to register at this 
time means that persons will be 
without sugar for a period of 60 
days following the date of regis- 
tration. This 60 day period is 
known as an equalization period. 
During this time it is expected 
that those with a surplus supply 
of sugar will be reduced to nor- 
mal supply, those with a shortage 
will be raised to a normal supply 
and those with a normal supply 
will] continue to have a normal 
supply. 

Any blanks or forms sent home 
by the school department are to 
be read carefully by all citizens. 

Trade, Industrial and Institu- 
tional Registration is to be held 
on April 28 and 29. - 

Anyone who uses sugar other 
than for home consumption falls 
into this classification.
